BRISBANE, Australia.—(XPi—The city 


council is mobilizing an army of fish 
to war against mosquitoes. 


Twenty specimens of the Medaka 


fish, like a goldfish but only one or 
two inches long, were imported re- 
cently. They proved such voracious 
devcurers of mosquito larvae that the 
council decided to breed them into aji 
army.

Warm Springs Foundation and th 
technic of underwater gymnastics fo 
improvement in infantile paralysi 
have been the stiumulus to the devel 
opraent of similar institutions in vari 
ous parts of the United States.

warm water pools and special appar 
atus for giving these treatments in th 
city in whcih the patient resides. Ther 
is a large institute in Los Angele.

One of th 
conspicuous developments of last yea 
was the building of the Carrie Tingle 
Hospital at Hot Springs. New Mexicc 
There in the midst of the desert is a 
institution of the most modern typ 
fully equipped with all of the lates. 
devices, appartus, and medical an 
surgical materials necessary to brin 
about the best results for the care o 
the crippled. 


The modern care of the cripplei 


patient requires, first of all, a scientific 
diagnosis of his condition. Sometimes- 
it is infantile paralysis which is the re- 
sult of damage to the nerves and their 
roots by an infection. In other in- 
stances, it is a tuberculous infection of 
the spine which brings about abscesses 
that destroy nerve and muscle tissue. 
There are -some cases in which the 
joints have been dislocated at birth, 
as, for example, in congenital disloca- 
tion of the hip joint's. Another type 
of, injury is that known as osteomye- 


litis, in which there is an infection in 
the structure of the bones. 


The modem orthopedic hospital in- 


cludes not only a pool in which it i.- 
possible to give children the benc-fii 
of the underwater gymnastics but alsc 
a shop for the building of braces, anc 
other appartus which will hold the de- 
formed tissues in place and gradually 
bring about correction.

to the future ofother American busi- 
ness interests in Mexico, present and 
future? 


Answer: The expropriation of the 


petroleum industry was due ot the 
necessity of preventing the paralyza- 
tion of that industry and the conse- 
quences which such action would have 
brought about. That situation arose 
with the termination of the labor con- 
tracts, which was a last resort decided 
upon by the workers as the only solu- 
tion to the unjustifiable refusal of the 
Companies to comply with a decision 
of the Supreme Court of Justice of 
Mexico whose decision, by, the very 
nature of the Court, was final. 


As has been said repeatedly, Mex- 


ico's doros are not closed to foreign 
capital coming for production ifo 
capital coming for productive pur- 
poses, and not with the aim of unduly 
exploiting the Mexican workers. Cap- 
ital has guaranties in Mexico, provid- 
ing it respects the country's laws. 


Self-Sufficicncy 


Question :Is the oil case the forerun- 


ner of a conscious effort to begin a 
self-sufficient economy? 


Answer: Mexico does not believe an 


economy of national self-sufficiency is 
possible, in the sense that the country 
does not need international trade. On 
the contrary, Mexico hopes for a more 
extensive commerce which will permit 
the country to exchange its raw ma- 
terials for manufactured products since 
its own industries cannot as yet fully 
satisfy the demands of its consumers, 
nor would it be advisable for Mexico 
to attempt to produce as yet those 
goods which, because of special con- 
ditions, it is unable to manufcture 
economically. 


Question: How may hitter under- 


standing between the United States 
and Mexico and Latin-American coun- 
tries in general best be encouraged? 


Answer: All methods which help 


to develop 
understanding between 


peoples are useful for the purpose of 
brniging about a closer relationship 
in their dealings with one another. 


Mexico gives every facility to tour- 


ists, not only for the commercial ad- 
vantages which the tourist business 
has for a certain section of our people, 
but principally because Mexico be- 
lieves that those who visit and travel 
freely about the country are naturally 
the best ambassadors of understanding 
and good-will when they return home. 


Notwithstanding the official formal- 


ism which at limes makes contacts 
between peoples difficult, diplomatic 
relations, nonetheless, are indispens- 
able between nations. Mexico main- 
tains frienly relations with many peo- 
ples of the earth regardless of the 
ideologies of their governments, for 
Mexico believes that the policies of 
each government may be transistory, 
while relations among peoples, in their 
very nature, must be enduring. 


Question: To what extent has the 


"arming of the proletariat" been car- 
red out, in what manner, and to what 
purpose? 


Answer: The farmers of Mexico are 


organized as an auxiliary to the Na- 
tional Army for the purpose of main- 
taining order and peace in the regions 
where they live.

ture?

The educational problem is being 


cared for to the maximum of our eco- 
nomic possibilities. This problem is 
considered, central in the life of the 
country, intimately related to all oth- 
ers. 


For example, in solving the agraian 


problem, it is necessary that the dis- 
tribution of lands and the giving of 
credit to the collective farms be com- 
plemented by a technical, economic 
and social education that will enable 
farmers not only to cultivate their 
lands intelligently but will give them 
a clear understanding of the relation 
of their own products to national and 
foreigtx markets. 


In the narrow sense of the word, 


there is no political problem in the 
country at the present time. 


Civil Liberties 


Question: Do you propose to main- 


tain complete civil and political liber- 
ty in Mexico for those not included in 
your party? Do you propose to main- 
tain complete liberty to worship ac- 
cording to conscience? 


Answer: The Party of the Mexican 


Revolution (Partido do la Revolucion 
Mexicana) supports the present gov- 
ernment. However, this should not be 
taken to mean that other political par- 
ties in opposition to it may not legally 
and practically be organized. 


In Mexico, all citizens, in accordance 


with the Constitution as well as in ac- 
tual practice, have the right to or- 
ganize political parties. 


What happens is that in Mexico no 


party which does not have the confi- 
dence of the laboring masses can pros- 
per, since the farmers and industria 
workers are the deciding force in our 
civic contests. 


Religious liberty in Mexico exist 


with the restrictions imposed by the 
Constitution relating to acts of extra- 
mural religious ceremonies. These re- 
strictions can in no way be considercc 
as limiting liberty of conscience.

ed agrarians. 


Detachments were stationed atop the 


strategically located churches, while 
an anti-aircraft unit was set up at 
a principal street corner and guards 
patrolled public buildings of the state 
capital, under virtual martial law. 


Though there was no word of dis- 


orders, the stringent military precau- 
tions heightened the alarm of San 
LuU Fotosi citizens. 


Three thousand troops were held 


in barracks here and 5.000 more were 
scattered through the state. Garrisons 
were reinforced heavily around the 
Las Palomas estate of Cedillo. Presi- 
dent Lazaro Cardenas' opponent since 
his resignation last August as minister 
of agriculture. 


Cedillo reminded at Lns Palomas, ill 


enough for physicians' care but not 
confined to his bed. He was surround- 
ed by the peasants he thrice led in 
civil warfare. 


To those peasants estimated at 18,000 


to 35,000, he had given land and guns. 
Leaders of the agricultural colonies he 
carved out of his once spacious estate 
have said they would yield neither soil 
nor arms without a fight. 


It was learned that Thursday an 


army detachment 
appeared 
at the 


"Alvaro Obregon" colony and order- 
ed the peasants to surrender their 
puns. The latter refused, saying they 
recognized no chieftian but Cedillo. 


Mexico City reports that Cardenas
